Taft Decides: 
No Recount 


Young's Victory 
Wouldn't Change 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Robert 
Taft Jr. has decided against a 
vote recount of the Nov. 3 elec­ 
tion in which he lost a hid for 
the U.S. Senate seat once held 
by his father, the late Sen. 
Robert A. Taft. 
Republican Taft, now compte* 
ing his first term as Ohio’s con­ 
gressman-at-large, lost the elec­ 
tion by 16,827 votes to Sen. 
Stephen M. Young, a Democrat 
elected to his second Senate 
term. 
Taft, who had maintained si­ 
lence, said Tuesday night that 
although 
the official 
canvass 
“ confirms 
that 
it 
was 
very 
close, on the basis of careful 
study of each county, my cam 
paign organization and 
I 
are 
convinced that a recount would 
not change the ultimate out­ 
come." 
The 47-year-old Cincinnatian 
said be had “no definite per­ 
sonal plans” for the future, but 
that he expects to “continue an 
active interest in public affairs.” 
Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown released the official can­ 
vass Tuesday and it showed 
Young won by 50.2 per cent. 
Young 
got 1,923,608 votes to 
Taft’s 
1,900,781, 
the 
canvass 
showed. 
Many polls and others had 
perdicted a victory for Taft over 
the 74-year-old Young. 
Taft said he sent a telegram 
to Sen. Young “congratulating 
him on his victory and wishing 
him well in his Senate term / 
“Since the results show that 
I ran more than a million votes 
ahead of the national ticket, I 
am gratified even though it was 
a loss, and I want to thank all 
who worked so hard in support 
of my candidacy,” Taft said. 
“While many factors affected 
the result, it is particularly note 
worthy that the total vote in 
Ohio decreased by about 175,000 
from 1960 in spite of a sizeable 
increase in eligible voters," he 
added. “This means once more 
that too many voters stayed 
home, 
especially 
those 
who 
might have voted for Republi 
can candidates at all levels."

Taylor Gets 
LBJ's Orders 
For Vie! Nam 


Supply Routes 
Presumed Main 
War Objective 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Am­ 
bassador Maxwell D. Taylor, 
armed with fresh orders from 
President Johnson, will fly back 
to South Viet Nam shortly to 
work out new plains for intensi­ 
fying the war against Commu 
nist guerrillas. 
Presumably, prospective new 
military actions could include 
air strikes against the Commu­ 
nist supply lines that run from 
North 
to 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
through the mountainous jun­ 
gles of Laos. 
A White House statement re­ 
porting on the conference John­ 
son held Tuesday with Taylor 
and other top policy advisers 
withheld details on prospective 
actions. 
Significantly, 
however, 
the 
statement emphasized Red use 
of the supply lines through Laos 
and said there is evidence of 
increasing support to the Viet 
Cong rebels from Communist 
North Viet Nam. The statement 
also 
said that Taylor 
would 
“consult 
urgently” 
with 
the 
South Viet Nam government on 
what should be done to improve 
the war effort. 
Against 
the background 
of 
mounting expectation of deci­ 
sions on whether the war should 
be broadened beyond the boun­ 
daries of South Viet Nam, the 
White 
House 
statement 
sum­ 
marized military, politcal and 
economic conditions in the coun­ 
try and said: 
“ The meeting reviewed the 
accumulating evidence of con­

Vietnamese support of the Viet 
Cong and of North Vietnamese 
forces in, and passing through, 
the territory of Laos in violation 
of the Geneva accords of 1962. 
“The 
President 
instructed 
Ambassador Taylor to consult 
urgently with the South Viet­ 
namese government as to meas­ 
ures that should be taken to im­ 
prove the situation in all its as 
pects. 
“The 
President 
reaffirmed 
the basic U.S. policy oi provid­ 
ing all possible and useful as­ 
sistance to the South Vietnam­ 
ese people and government in 
their struggle to defeat the ex­ 
ternally 
supported 
insurgency 
and aggression being conducted 
against them." 
Taylor returned to Washing­ 
ton from Saigon a week ago for 
consultations, and in an inter­ 
view with Life magazine in ad­ 
vance of his return said air 
strikes against the Red supply 
Lines in Laos could contribute to 
the eventual defeat of the Viet 
Cong guerrillas. He also said 
there could be advantages in 
attacking bases in North Viet 
Nam that are sources of infil­ 
trating 
supplies 
and 
trained 
men. 
The White House statement, 
while spotlighting the passage 
of men and supplies through 
Laos, made no reference to tne 
bases in North Viei in am. This 
was generally taken as an indi­ 
cation that if the military opera­

Negotiations on a national con­ 
tract are expected to begin after 
the first of the year. If an 
agreement is not reached the 
union may strike after giving 
120 days notice. The earliest 
strike date would be May I. 
Complicating the picture is a 
race for the presidency of the 
million-member USW. 
David J. McDonald, president 
since 1952, is opposed for anoth­ 
er four-year term by I. W. Abel, 
the secretary-treasurer.

Lampreia said Peron would 
be retuned to Madrid. 
Peron had planned to fly to 
Montevideo, 
the 
Uruguayan 
capital, and transfer there to a 
plane for Asuncion, Paraguay. 
He was to take up residence in 
Paraguay until he felt the time 
ripe for him to return to Argen­ 
tina. 
Lampreia said Peron is per­ 
sona non grata in Brazil and as 
such was not permitted to touch 
Brazilian territory. Since he had 
violated this, Lampreia said, he 
would be returned to his point of 
origin.

King requested the meeting 
and Hoover agreed to it. There 
was no comment from the FBI 
director afterward, but King, a 
leader in the Negroes’ drive for 
equal opportunities and rights, 
told newsmen: “ I might say the 
discussion was quite amicable." 
Last month, Hoover departed 
from his general practice of not 
granting interviews and told a 
group of women reporters King 
was “the most notorious liar in 
this country." 
King, a minister and a winner 
af the Nobel Peace Prize, had 
claimed FBI agents in Georgia, 
because they were Southerners, 
did not investigate complaints 
from Negroes. 
Later, the Negro leader said

If a bill passed Tuesday night 
by the House goes through the 
Senate unchanged and is signed 
by the governor, lawmakers’ 
salaries would jump from $5,000 
to $8,000 a year starting with the 
1965 session. 
A study by the Legislative 
Service Commission — fact-find­ 
ing arm of the Legislature — 
a few weeks ago indicated New 
York heads the list, paying its 
legislators $10,000 annually, lf 
Ohio’s legislative pay jumps to 
$8,000, it will top Massachusetts’ 
$7,800, listed as No. 2 nationally 
by the commission. 
Other states presently ahead 
of Ohio are Michigan ($7,000); 
California, Illinois and Pennsyl­ 
vania 
($6,000) and Wisconsin 
($5,400). 
New 
York, 
Massachusetts, 
Michigan, California and Penn­ 
sylvania are among 18 states 
which have annual legislative 
sessions. A resolution introduced 
last week, and probably up for a

today, would

Ohio to the list.

Growing U.N. 


Changes which have taken place 
among world political divisions in the 
last two decades are dramatically re­ 
flected in the membership rolls of the 
United Nations. When 51 countries sub­ 
scribed to the UN charter in January, 
1946, all had fought the Axis powers, 
or had at least remained neutral. 
The UN headquarters was design­ 
ed for a maximum occupancy of 
70 
members, a limit considered adequate. 
But it wasn’t long until membership 
requirements were eased, capped by a 
1955 decision to admit any nation 
of 
the world except a few whose political 
legitimacy was questioned. 
About this time another, more signif­ 
icant change began to take place in 
the world. New countries began emerg­ 
ing from the continents of Africa and 
Asia by the dozens, and the end is not 
in sight. The 1964 session of the UN will 
host a greater number of members 
that have become independent since 
1964 than its total membership then. 
After the admission of three former 
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British colonies, Malawi, Malta and 
Zambia — expected before the end of 
the year — the United Nations will have 
115 members. Work on the General As­ 
sembly Hall and committee rooms last 
summer has provided space for an 
eventual membership of 126. At the 
present pace, htis added space is like­ 
ly to be occupied by the end of 1965. 
The point of the UN’s growth is that 
most of the new members are emerging 
countries entering for the first time 
into a world filled with indecision, blur­ 
red by hazy goals and tom by opposing 
loyalties. Most of the additions to the 
world family of nations lack many of 
the elementary foundations of sound 
government; some will develop them as 
they grow and prosper, others will fail. 
But these are the nations which now 
hold the balance of power, numerically 
at least, in the U. N. Not all world prob 
lems are resolved numerically, as they 
are in the U.N. But each new govern­ 
ment does add to the problems of East­ 
ern aggression and Western solidarity.

The Hearst Task Force that 
has been visiting the Iron Cur­ 
tain capitals of Poland, Czecho­ 
slovakia, Rumania, and Hun­ 
gary has spaded up some excit­ 
ing evidence of local attempts 
to adapt free market incentive 
features to the end of making so­ 
cialism work. This paradoxical 
turn of affairs could mean much 
or little, depending on a whole 
variety of circumstances 
that 
nobody can foresee. The satel­ 
lites are assuming much greater 
freedom to think and plan for 
themselves, but progress in this 
freedom is obviously subject to 
what happens in Moscow. And 
Moscow, in its turn, will have to 
reckon with the vagaries of Red 
China. 
From the Western point of 
view, the news that the I r o n 
Curtain economies are having to 
experiment with profits and in­ 
centives constitutes an entirely 
unlooked-for propaganda victory 
for the Western way of life. 
While we have been softening the 
sort of stuff that goes out over 
such channels as Radio F r e e 
Europe and doing very little to 
bring the issue of Soviet imper­ 
ialism before the United Nation, 
the Iron C u r t a i n countries 
have had to admit that social­ 
ism in its more rigorous forms 
just doesn’t work. We don’t de­ 
serve our good luck in this, but 
there it is. The job now for our 
propagandistic agencies is to get 
that news through to nations that 
are on the fence in South Amen 
ca, in Southeast Asia and in 
Central Africa. 
The story, as my friend Bela 
Fabian of the exiled Hungarian 
Freedom Fighters keeps point 
ing out, begins with the reac­ 
tion of m i l l i o n s of oppressd 
people behind the Iron Curtain 
to the failure of the Hungarian 
Revolution in 1956. The rum bl 
ings of Russian tanks through 
the streets of Budapest were 
a s i g n a l that open rebellion 
would not work. So the word 
went out all the way from Pra­ 
gue and Warsaw to Kazahkstan 
in central Asia to substitute a 
silent slowdown for overt action. 
A q u i e t but nonetheless dead­ 
ly form of sabotage has brought 


the masters of Communism ev­ 
erywhere behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain to r e a I i z e that they must 
give something to the individual 
if they want to keep their own 
jobs. 
Where open defiance has fail­ 
ed, the seepage of ridicule is fi­ 
nally 
succeeding. Throughout 
Hungary, for example, a labor 
“decalogue” has been circulat­ 
ing. The “new Ten Command­ 
ments” passed around in Hun­ 
garian factories reads: 
1. Laziness is responsible for 
one-half of your health. 
2. Whatever is to be done to­ 
day can be done just as well to- 
•morrow. 
3. Any matter which is not 
solved automatically in thirty 
days is not worth taking up. 
4. Don’t search for zeal lost 
in looking for work. 
5. Failure to do a job means 
no mistakes, and no mistakes 
must win a bonus. 
6. Don’t be misled into work­ 
ing just because somebody else 
is on the job. 
7. Don’t monopolize all the 
space at the work bench. 
8. Since wages are only mini­ 
mal, working effort should cor­ 
respond. 
9. The factory is not a cafe, 


and it is not necessary to spend 
all one’s time in it. 
IO. We know the axiom, “work 
ennobles,” but who needs no­ 
bility under socialism? 
This sort of stuff is deadly, and 
the Communists have felt com­ 
pelled to take notice of it. Un­ 
fortunately from their own point 
of view, they have only suceed- 
ed in spreading the circulation 
of the “decalogue” by printing 
the attacks on it in their official 
journals. 
The business of laughing so­ 
cialism to death recalls the tac­ 
tics of the International Workers 
of the World, the notorious Wob­ 
blies, of pre-World War I times. 
One of the Wobbly—or “I Won’t 
Work” — songs that springs to 
memory went this way: 
“The hours are long, 
The pay is small, 
So take your time, 
And do them all.” 
The Wobblies, of course, want­ 
ed to kill capitalism. But now 
the irony af history has come 
full circle, and the Wobbly spirit 
is forcing at least a partial re- 
turn to capitalist economics in 
the lands behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 


USE THE CLASSIFIEDS 


NEW YORK (AP) - Tile cost; 
of living continues to rise but 
the government assures us that 
this isn’t inflation. 
This can be confusing to mul-l 
titudes of Americans who look 
upon inflation in terms of con­ 
sumer prices. When the cost of 
goods and services goes up they 
call it inflation. Or, put the other 
way around, when the dollar 
buys less than last year, to them 
that’s inflation. 
But government economists 
are saying, with considerable 
evidence to back them up, that 
times are different now and so 
are the terms to describe con­ 
ditions. 
The real inflation took place I 
during and after the war. It was; 
considerable and painful. To­ 
day’s slow if steady creep of liv-1 
mg costs to higher ground is just 
part of the continuing upswing 
of business activity, of personal 
incomes, of general prosperity. 
Everything is lugger, but not in­ 
flated. 
The same thinking applies to 
Hie current attitude toward bus­ 
iness cycles. The economists are 
saving that wide and often sharp 
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swings up and down were tile 
traditional marks of an economy 
adjusting itself after a war. To­ 
day’s peacetime one is different 
and the causes of former over­ 
heated rises and disturbing tum­ 
bles aren’t present now or have 
little punch. 
All of this also is tied into the 
new thinking on federal financ­ 
ing which will influence the 
budget now taking shape. Taxes 
can be cut when the Treasury 
is running a deficit, and the 
economy will be healthier for it. 
The federal debt will rise, and 
the annual interest on it, but the 
general prosperity makes up for 
it. 
The cost of living, as meas­ 
ured by the government’s con­ 
sumer price index, rose on al­ 
most all fronts in October to hit 
a record 108.5 per cent of the 
1957-59 average. This was 1.2 per 
cent higher than in October 1963. 
But the rise held within th e 
range that has characterized it 
for most of the last four years. 
The government expects the rise 
to continue at about the same 
rate the rest of this year. The 
index means that it takes $108.50 
now to buy what you could get 
for $100 in the 1957-59 period. 
It is the steadiness of tile rate 
of rise as much as tile small­ 
ness of it that gonif orts the 
economists. To them inflation is 
something sharp and marked 
implies real deterioration in the 
purchasing power of tile dollar. 
But in the current type of 
rising cost of living thr is no 
general increase In prices, just 
an advance in some and a drop 
in others, marked up charges 
here and there for services. 
Business is still too competi­ 
tive for any general price rise 
to have developed in recent 
months. Industry is expanding, 
but there is still enough idle 
capacity to prevent any short­ 
age ut goods or crimping of 
services. 
Labor costs are going up, but 
so is the efficiency of making 
goods, so that unit costs stay 
remarkably stable. The number 


of unemployed also acts as a 
governor on the demands of 
labor, especially in the lower 
skilled fields. 
All of this could change, and 
then there would be a chance 
for inflation of the size and 
speed that broke out several 
times in the postwar years. But 
just now, the economists insist. 
there are few signs that it will 
—and many indications that it 
won’t for some time to come.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
fog never lifted. 
As the American-backed war 
against Communist guerrillas in 
South Viet Nam steadily de­ 
teriorated there was a dense fog 
over this country’s plans, if any, 
for saving the chaotic situation. 
Then the U.S. ambassador to 
Saigon, 
Maxwell 
D. 
Taylor, 
came home to talk to President 
Johnson. After they met Tues­ 
day the White House issued a 
statement which indicated nei­ 
ther a solution nor a new idea. 
This doesn’t mean the two 
men didn’t reach a decision on 
how to save Viet Nam and per­ 
haps all Southeast Asia from 
communism. 
But 
they 
were 
very careful in the vaguely 
worded statement not to say so. 
By their very vagueness they 
left themselves enormous room 
for a far tougher American poli­ 
cy — if that’s what they have rn 
mind — but this becomes under­ 
standable only if you can re­ 
member the background. 


The White House statement 
said: 
“The 
President 
reaffirmed 
the basic U.S. policy of provid­ 
ing all possible and useful as­ 
sistance to the South Vietnam­ 
ese people and government in 
their struggle to defeat the ex­ 
ternally 
supported insurgency 
and aggression being conducted 
against them. 
“It was noted that this policy 
accords with the terms of the 
joint congressional resolution of 
Aug. IO, 1964, which remains in 
full force and effect.” 
When North Vietnamese PT 
boats attacked two U.S. destroy­ 
ers in the Gulf of Tonkin last 
August, Johnson promptly or­ 
dered American planes to re­ 
taliate by bombing North Viet­ 
namese coastal bases, patrol 
boats and oil installations.

thought necessary in the South­ 
east Asia 
predicament.

It approved a resolution au­ 
thorizing Johnson to “take all 
necessary steps, including use 
of the armed forces,” to assist 
South Viet Nam or any other 
country under the protection of 
the Southeast 
Asia 
collective 
defense treaty which asked for 
help in defense of its freedom. 
Although Johnson ♦aid “the 
United States intends no rash­ 
ness and seeks no wider war,” 
this resolution was a green 
light. The fact that he referred 
to it Tuesday could mean he 
now intends far more drastic 
action than anything this coun­ 
try has attempted yet. 
But, if so, it almost certainly 
means widening the war, which 
is what Johnson said in August 
he didn’t intend to do. There 
was no hint of this in Tuesday’s 
statement but then, of course, it 
might be poor strategy to tele­ 
graph a punch to the Commu­ 
nists ahead of time. 
Yet, all through 1964 Johnson 
has given the impression of a 
man reluctant to do anything 
different from what has been 
done in the past and what has 
been done was limited even 
though the war crumbled day 
by day. 
Johnson’s 
hesitancy 
about 
broadening the war is under- 
stainable, 
although 
hesitancy 
may lose it. If, for instance. 
North Viet Nam were bombed, 
Red China might come to its 
aid, thus turning a small war 
into an American-Ohinese war. 
Meanwhile, it’s not just the 
Red guerrillas who are frustrat­ 
ing the American efforts so far. 
The South Vietnamese them­ 
selves are doing it, slowly sink­ 
ing their country into chaos with 
their own instabilty and riots 
aganst their government. 
The White House statement — 
that “the President reaffirmed 
the basic U.S. policy of provid­ 
ing all possible and useful as­ 
sistance to the South Vietnam­ 
ese people” — is a repetition of 
what he said last Jan. I. 
He promised the Vietnamese 
that American forces and ma­ 
terial — “ as needed” — would 
be kept in South Viet Nam to 
help them in “achieving victo­ 
ry.” 
At other times in 1964 he 
promised this country “woulc 
stand firm” in Viet Naim ane 
that withdrawal was “strategi­ 
cally unwise and morally un­ 
thinkable.”

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Film Critic Contends 
Movies Falling Apart

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — “Are 
movies going to pieces?” asks 
an article in the Atlantic Month­ 
ly by Pauline Kael, who pro­ 
ceeds to answer, “yes.” 
Miss Kael, who is billed as an 
author, lecturer and authority 
on films, criticizes the growing 
lack of logic in movies, even the 
most expensive ones. She cites 
the swift and unexplained end­ 
ing of “Bridge on the 
River 
Kwai” ; 
the 
garbled 
plot 
of 
“Whatever Happened to Baby 
Jane” ; the utter confusion of 
“55 Days at Peking” ; the sud­ 
den clairvoyance of Cleopatra in 
the film of that name; the puz­ 
zling story turns of “The Cardi­ 
nal.” 
“Audiences used to have an 
almost rational passion for get­ 
ting the story straight,” writes 
the critic. “ Although the movies 
might be banal or vulgar, they 
were rarely incoherent. A movie 
had to tell some story that held 
together; a plot had to parse.” 
She concludes; 
“ Movies are 
going to pieces; they are dis­ 
integrating, and the something 
called cinema is not movies 
raised to an art but rather mov­ 
ies diminished, movies that look 
‘artistic.’ 
Movies 
are 
being 
stripped of all the ‘nonessenti­ 
als’ — that is to say, faces, ac­ 
tion, details, stories, places, ev­ 
erything that makes them en­ 
tertaining and joyful.” 
She’s right you know. The 
one thing that impresses a re­ 
viewer who sees the major out­ 
put of the studios is the sloppi­ 
ness of the product. Today’s 
films are filled with incongrui­ 
ties, pointless jokes, technical 
errors, and anachronisms that

any bright llth-grade 
English 
student could correct in the 
script. 
Why is this so? 
The answer seems to lie in the 
abdication of authority by the 
major studios. Bosses like Louis 
B. Mayer and Harry Cohn were 
despotic and crude, but they did 
control things. They and their 
deputies insisted that a script be 
finished before shooting 
arted, 
that the story should be under­ 
standable and the casting apt, 
and that the schedule proceed in 
a businesslike manner.

There is a serious concern 
that Canada’s identity may be 
blurred —or even destroyed — 
by a gradual and unconscious 
extension of U.S. influence and 
culture. There undoubtedly is 
national pride involved. 
Everywhere 
Canadians 
see 
evidence of creeping U.S. pene­ 
tration —magazines, books, mo­ 
tion pictures, television shows, 
automobiles, 
even 
the 
same 
kinds of soap powders and cake 
mixes. 
Canadians 
are 
generally 
friendly with visiting Americans 
and thousands cross into the 
United States daily. But they 
don't like to be told that Canadi­ 
ans and Americans 
are 
just 
alike, or that we don’t consider 
them as foreigners. 
Millions of Canadians have 
lived in the United States or 
have relatives there. And there 
are tens of thousands of Ameri­ 
can citizens, or former Ameri­ 
can citizens, living in Canada. 
In Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island alone there are 
an estimated 30,000 who were

Minutes before the plane land­ 
ed, abost 2,000 Indians broke 
through police lines and surged 
across the runway seeking a 
better view of the leader of the 
world’s half billion Roman Cath- 
lic. 
About 2,000 police, on duty at 
the airport, shoved the crowd 
back 
without 
using 
violence. 
The police used long bamboo 
poles. 
There was a cheer from the 
crowd as Hie jetliner landed in 
the 87-degree heat. 
After the ceremonies at the 
airport the Pope walked to a 
waiting car in the 
motorcade 
assembled to drive him 13 miles 
into the center of Bombay. 
More than 16,000 policemen 
were stationed between the air­ 
port and Oval Park, the Pope’s 
destination in downtown 
Bom­ 
bay where the congress is being 
held. 
Waiting in Oval Park for the 
Pope were an estimated 200,000 
Catholics 
attending 
the 
con­ 
gress. They had been jammed 
in the 80-acre park fo r hours 
under the hot sun. 
In a statement distributed as 
he left Rome on the longest pa­ 
pal journey in history, the Ro­

Catholic 
pontiff 
asked 
those who sympathized with his 
mission to pray for its success. 
With poverty-stricken Asia as 
his destination, he appealed to 
the rich countries of the world 
to lend economic support to re­ 
lieve the poverty of underdevel­ 
oped nations. 
Pope Paul’s specific purpose 
in making the trip is to attend 
the 38th International Eucharis­ 
tic Congress,

Catholic 
churchmen and pilgrims from 
around the world. It is the first 
Eucharistic Congress ever at­ 
tended by a Pope. 
The trip has significance be­ 
yond that, particularly for the 
Church’s drive toward moderni­ 
zation and for closer ties with 
non-Catholics. 
By going to India, where no 
other Pope has ever been, Pope 
Paul gave his trip particular 
signifance for Asia. ‘‘He wants 
to show that the Church is not 
just Roman but also Eastern,” 
said one prelate.

Richard M. Nixon for a ‘‘gener­ 
al discussion” of the Republican 
party’s future course. 
The defeated GOP presiden­ 
tial nominee said in an inter­ 
view on his return to Washing­ 
ton from Phoenix, Ariz., that he 
doesn’t know where the summit 
conference discussion will lead. 
But he indicated he is willing to 
cooperate with the forme.* presi­ 
dent and the farmer vice presi­ 
dent in trying to bring peace 
among the bickering factions of 
the Republican party. 
Coldwater said the meeting 
originally had been scheduled 
for next Thursday at Eisen­ 
hower’s office 
at Gettysburg, 
Pa., but had to be delayed be­ 
cause of Nixon’s trip to Japan. 
He added, however, he hopes it 
can be fitted into the schedules 
of all three principals before his 
return to Arizona next week. 
Goldwater made it clear he 
would encourage the formation 
of the kind of advisory council 
suggested by some GOP gover­ 
nors and other party leaders to 
bring all factions into the for­ 
mation of future party policy. 
‘‘I tried to get Milton Eisen­ 
hower’s group to continue its 
work,” he said. “ I thought they 
were making some headway.” 
Eisenhower, 
brother of the 
former president and head cf 
Johns Hopkins 
University, 
is 
chairman 
of 
the 
Republican 
Critical 
Issues 
Council. 
The 
council, a panel of leading Re­ 
publicans, issued 
GOP policy 
statements through special task 
forces during the recent presi­ 
dential campaign. 
Goldwater remained adamant 
in his opposition to the replace­ 
ment of 
Republican 
National 
Chairman Dean Burch, his per­ 
sonal choice for the job after the 


San Francisco nominating con­ 
vention. 
‘‘They are not going to throw 
Burch out,” he said. “They 
don’t have the votes.” 
This opposition by the presi­ 
dential nominee to any replace­ 
ment of the national chairman 
at this time was concurred in by 
congressional Republican lead­ 
ers who think it is too early to 
take such drastic action. 
Goldwater said he regards 
himself now as ‘‘a free man,” 
able to speak out on issues of 
paramount interest to the na­ 
tion. He indicated he no longer 
feels any of the restraints he 
implied had been placed on him 
as a presidential candidate in 
dealing with international is­ 
sues. 
Goldwater Indicated his criti­ 
cism may center on President 
Johnson’s course in the South 
Viet Nam hostilities. 
‘‘We’re in war there and ifs 
time that the American people 
found out just how deeply we 
are involved,” he said. “ I point 
ed that out in the campaign and 
I am going to speak out on it 
some more.” 
Asked when he intended to 
‘‘speak out,” the Arizona sena­ 
tor replied he will do so when 
his newspaper column is re 
sumed 
in January. 
He 
sus­ 
pended publication of this col­ 
umn when he became an an­ 
nounced candidate for the GOP 
presidential 
nomination 
early 
this year. 
Goldwater, who has not m et 
with reporters except for a brief 
news conference in 
Jamaica, 
said he is going over to the side 
of the writing men and does not 
intend to have additional news 
conferences or interviews. 
The senator, bronzed from his 
Jamaica vacation and a subse­ 
quent rest at his Phoenix home, 
gave no indications that he was 
downcast by his landslide defeat 
by Johnson. 
‘‘They can’t discount the fact 
that 27 million Americans voted 
for me,” he said.
